1, Referent letter enclosed a report allegedly concocted by Mr. Gerald 
Patrick Hemming in an effort to establish himself (falsely) as an agent of 
Lucien Conein. Mr. Sherouse, Assistant U.S. Attorney in Miami, concerned 
that this document might be used by Hemming in his defense against narcotics 
and weapons charges, asked that the Agency examine the document and pro¬ 
vide a document expert who could testify as to its falsity. 

2. On 6 September 1977, in the context of discussions about a number 
of other aspects of the case, I told Mr. Sherouse that we would be reluctant 
to provide a witness for two reasons. First, most of our questioned document 
exjierts were under cover and second, that a lire of questioning which explained 
in great detail why the Hemming document was phony would only reveal infor¬ 
mation which would enable the next individual who wanted to fabricate such a 
document to avoid Hemming’s mistakes. Mr. Sherouse accepted these argu¬ 
ments .

ZIMERI has been living 
in Miami since August 1975. 


3. According to the report, the National Liberation 
Movement was involved with ZIMERI in the assassination plot'”^' 
and ZIMERI in turn was involved with tx/o. Americans, brothers 
Robert and Gerald Patrick HEMMING'. The'HEMMING brothers 
assisted ZIMERI in acquiring arras, among other things, which 
were flo\m' to Guatemala‘in a small aircraft. The report also 
claims, that ZIMERI has close relations with police officials 
in l^liami and New Orleans.

429 229, who- has been described as six-foot.five, 250 pounds, 
who is a notorious mercenary and soldier of fortune and who as 
of May 1975 was ostensibly employed by a private investigation 
company, TEPCOL Security (Office of Security--no record) in 
Miami, Florida. 
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8. Gerald Patrick HEMMING is well known to this Agency, 
the Office of Security Miami Field Office, and J>P/;aVE. On 
numerous occasions since at least the early 1960's, HE>-DIING 
had claimed Agency affiliation when in fact there has been 
none. The most recent incident wherein HEMMING claimed such 
affiliation was in May 1975 when he volunteered his services 

to the Drug- Enforcement Administration. Gerald Patrick HEMMING 
is a long-time cohort of Frank Anthony STURGIS CSF?353 4S9) , 
aka: Frank FIORINI, of Watergate notoriety who also has a 

long-time record of falsely claiming Agency affiliation. In 
the late 1930*s HEMMING and STURGIS, both former U.S, Marines, 
joined Fidel CASTRO in Cuba but returned shortly thereafter 
claiming disillusionment with the CASTRO cause. Soon thereafter, 
STURGIS organized a group of mercenaries for Caribbean and 
Central American activities which he named the International 
Anti-Communist Brigade. A reported sub-unit of this ’’Brigade” 
(the backers of ivhora have never been fully established) was 
named the Intercontinental Penetration Force, headed by Gerald 
Patrick KEM^-IING. 

9. For an appreciation of the possible ramifications of 
a Guatemalan government expose of this assassination plot 
involving HEMMING, you are referred to attachments to instant 
memorandum, to xvit: a memorandum by the writer dated 10 June 
1975 in the name of Frank STURGIS and Everett How-ard HUNT, Jr.; 
and an'extract from a book published in early 1976 written by 
Michael CANFIELD and Alan J. WEBERMAN. The book Coup d’etat 

in America -- The CIA and the Assassination of John F. RenneHy 
is a diatribe against"the Agency and attempts to link tne.. Agency 
with the assassination of President KENNEDY. One of the major 
links attempted by the authors is through Everett Howard HUNT,' 
Jr. to Frank STURGIS to Gerald Patrick HEMMING to Loran Eugene 
HALL. Loran Eugene HALL was a member of HEMMING’s Interconti¬ 
nental Penetration Force. Loran Eugene HALL received natiom-^ide 
publicity in 1967 when New Orleans District Attorney ”Jim” 
GARRISON alleged that HALL C^nd the Intercontinental Penetration 
Force) was involved in the assassination of President KENNEDY 
and that members of this unit x^ere connected with CIA. GARRISON 
shortly thereafter dropped his interest in HALL, but it is 
interesting that he did so after Gerald Patrick HE>C'IING and 
another cohort, Robert K. BROIVN, joined GARRISON’S investigation.

4. INTELLIGENCE REPORTING 

On May 23, 1975 Gerald Patrick HEMMING walked in to 
Drag Enforcement Administration Headquarters, 1405 I Street, 

N.W,, Washington, D.C. 20537 and asked to see Mr, Laden 
Conein, who is the Acting Chief, Special Operations and Field 
Support Staff. ^ HEMMING told CONEIN that Mitchell Livingston 
'^WERBELL III had given HEMMING CONEIN’s name as a DEA official 
/'^o whom HEMMING could talk. HEMMING told CONEIN that he wanted 

to provide information on druo traffickino _ between Colombia 

and Florida. CONEI^i asked 5i^ [ ^^to conduct a 

debriefing’ of HEMMISG since _j was working on the 

collection of narcotic intelligence concerning Colombia and 
Florida. 

HEMMING stated that he is presently employed at TECPOLE 
Security, 801 Madrid, Suite 105, Coral Gables, Florida, telephone 
305-443-9681 or 30 5-4 46-3 37 9. (HEMMING ,stated he believed 
that 443-9681 was being tapped, he did not say who he believed 
was tapping the telephone) He stated that he has extensive 
experience in paramilitary air operations, having served in 
CASTRO’S rebel army and then with several anti-Castro groups 
operating from Florida in the 1960 ’s. He claimed extensive 
knowledge and experience in all types of air operations. 



\ 
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In August- 1974 HEMMING */as approached bg AriSandc BOLET, 
a Cuban veter^in of the 2506 Brigade whom HEMMING had worked 
with in anti-Castro activities, and by John VARESE '(nfi), 
to help thent-organize and run air smuggling operations for 
\ Thomas and. William O'DONNEL. The O'DONNEL brothers, using 
'\he cover of their construction firm in the Ft. Lauderdale 
area, (AMERICAN EASTERN DEVELOPMENT) were involved in maritime 
smuggling of marijuana from Colombia to Florida. During an 
unspecified four years (probably 197 0-7 4) the DONNEL's had 
averaged approximately six-seven loads of marijuana per year 
at three-four tons for each loads smuggled into Florida. 

Of these 24-28 loads of marijuana they had to jettison into 
the sea only five loads for security reasons. The rest of the 
loads bad been successfully delivered into Florida. 

The source of the marijuana in Colombia is Dr. Arturo 
ROMANO-Fedullo of Barranquilla, Colombia. Besides ^ running the 
smuggling for ROMANO, William O'DONNEL handles the laundering 
of the money accumulated by drug traffic/cing through banks ^ 
in Crand Cayman, Switzerland, and Curacao. 

Armando BOLET convinced the O ' DONNEL's that they should 
add’ afr' smuggling to their narcotic trafficking methods and 
thar they shoirld also try CQcaine in addition to marijuana. 

BOLET told the O'DONNEL's that there were many experienced 
men available in Florida who could be, used to smuggle drugs 
into Florida by air. BOLET was especially interested in cargo 
parachute drops and parachute jumps by individuals carrying 
loads of cocaine. BOLET recruited HEMMING to help organize 
these activities. A common technique used by BOLET and HEMMING 
waS'to fly an aircraft into Florida legally, hut to have a 
parachutist jump onto a pre-seiected drop zone, in southern 
Florida prior' to 1 and i ng'' the'- ai rcnif t^i-yi^ This way, police 
authorities never found any -contraband: on the aircraft and the 
dropped narcotics would not' be- lost: because the parachutist 
carried them on his person,- - Xf • he mis-sed ■ the drop zone he could 
simply fold up his parachute and walk to the location of the 
reception coiamittee. - BOLET'^nses a DC—3 ail 'number N1099 and 
a Navajo Chief tain - tail number N767 8L-irr his smuggling operations 

HEMMING had a falling out with the O'DONNEL group and 
decided to leave them. He is now associated with/'^Carlos 
CARABALLO who operates a charter fishing business and traffics 
in drugs. HEMMING decided to inform on the O'DONNEL's for 
revenge and in order to try to eliminate the competition.

On 7 January 1977, howev^ Snecial^gent Robert Fredericks 
telephonically contacted ^ DC/SE/X/LA, and told her that 

the United States Attomery,. Soutfiern District of Florida, had 
requested that I appear at the U.S. Courthouse, Miami, Florida on 
10 January 1977 to confer with the Assistant United States Attorney, 
Karen L. Atkinson, regarding my appearance as a witness in behalf of the 
U.S. Government in the trial of Gerald P. Hemming.

1. On 6 Decembe-r 1962, discussed with Cimrles 2vL\TT, 
TFW/PM re the thirteen men seized in Florida, According tq. 
IvlATT, the Agency has no connection with the men who were ' 
arrested. He did say that the OO representative in-Los Angeles 
had submitted a PES on HSNEMIMG. As far as TFW was 
concerned, they have had no contact with this group .at alL 

2. Iv/IATT was asked where the group would have gotten 
their support and funds. MATT stated that they cb.femed their 
money by jumping from parachutes, "passing the isat around", 
writing bad checks, etc. (In a name check run in the Task Force/ 
W indices, a COLBY (fnu) was reported in July 1962 as approaching 
a representative of Standard Oil Company of New Jersey for 
financial support for his underground group). 

3. TILTON, PA/PROP, TFW also stated on 6 December 
1962 that there was no connection between this group and the

In January 1960 a 
representative of this Agency contacted TIDAL 
when it becaise known he was disaffected with the 
C«\ST20 reglaw. VIDAL defected from his position 
on 7 March i960 and fled to Bogota, Colombia. A 
POA was granted to VIDAL on 13 March 1960 and this 
was later superseded by n CSA granted on 
27 October 1960. This Agency planned to utilize. 

VIDAL as Chief of the FRD Maritime Force. It wae 

later learned VIDAL wae an opportunist and *| 

* associated with people whom this Agency frowned I 

upon. Ue was considered a security risk and 
interest in him was terminated in August 1961. 

VIDAL then aligned himself with various ezile 
groups, notably the Frente Liberacion Nacional (FLN). 

VIDAL appeared before the INS on numeroue occasions 
for violations committed while engaging in anti 
CASTTKI activitiea with the varioue exile groupe. 

On one occasion he related to the INS and the FBI 
that he was at one time a CIA agent and furniohed 
them some background information regarding his 
octivitiea while working for ua. While attempting 
to infiltrate Cuba in March 1064 be was captured. 

He was executed by tbe GOC on 20 May 1964. 

At no time after August 1961 was this Agency 
affiliated with VIDAL.

17. While it ia difficult to aaaoaa Hanning'a true notivoa for hia peat 

activitiaa and poaaibly atlll laora difficult to aaoorltain where hia true 
loyaltiea lie, it doee appear that he night be uaefulfelther now or io the 
near future. From convaraationa to date (three abort^aeeaiona) it appeara 
that Henning ia not ao cloaely allied with hia Ricaraguan friend a (hat he 
would find it impoaaible to concentrate hia attention elaewhera. Bia in* 
tereat in Special Forcea type activity appeara to traoacend all other in* 
tereata, and he probably would not heaitate to return! to Cuba if auoh were 
thought uaeful. ! 


18. Hia rationale in diacuoslng hlo conneotien with the Nicaraguan aove* 
oent (the Kartinea brothera) tiaa in directly with hie (and many othera*) 
general theeie of intelligence operationa connected with revolutionary eove* 
Bfinte. Henning oaintaina that tha 08 ehouid utlliae a number of Specie! 

Forcea typea who may be able to penotrete certain revolutionary Bovomente 

at an early etego, attain poaitione of real influenoe within tha organixatiooa, 
and aubaaquently attempt to channel the movcxnent*a activitiaa into araaa which 
ara i&oat favorable, or at woret leeat dotricentel to 03 intoraote. Ha foreeeei 
the inevitable fell of Preeident Socaoaa in Hicerogue and, furtheraara, that 
thia fall will be brought about by the Kartinea brothero. Ka elco cleima to 
rocognice the dangera of Cesza^iet taka*ovor inherent in the overthrow of 
Preeident Somose, end he hopes that the OB will be quick to prevent such, 
precumnbly through the use of people like hioieelf. 

19. Henning oainteine that he ie "firot and forezzoet" cn Aoaricen, 
aiuS that hia true loyalty remalnc with Chio country. Thia may woll be 
true, but it should bo noted that hia roacoaiog appeara to bo hnaod pri* 
carily on hie raopoct for the superior ability eshibited by tha 03 military 
perconnal ha Kaa earvad irith in tha pact. Re eppeere to be little influenced 
by deep beliefs in democretic principles.

Luis Rabel, and Larry Laborde — leaving Hall in the car (pp 108-110) 

Upon arriving in Florida, Hall attempted to restablish contact with 
Santo Trafficante (pp 115-116) 

Hemming introduced Bayo to John Martino, and arrainged for financing 
from a Haitian group. Once the money was secured, Sturgis showed up 
"from nowhere" (pp 118-122) 

Loran Hall was asked because he had taken sides with Enrique Molina 
Rivera, who was not trusted by the others (p 122) 

Though he attempted to insert himself, Sturgis was excluded from 
' oarticipation in the Bayo-Pawley Raid (p 126)

Martino told Hemming that the real purpose of the Bayo-Pawley Raid was 
to kill Castro (pp'128-129) 

The Operation 40 group was the intended new government for Cuba — 
they were sponsored by Carlos Marcello and Leander Perez (pp 130-131) 

Their Miami organized crime contacts were Mike McLaney and Norman 
Rothman. Howard Davis introduced them (p 132-133) 

Sam Benton wanted Hemming's group to take over a Cuban vessel on the 
St. Lawrence Seaway, but they declined to become pirates (p 135) 

In May or June of 1962, at Luis Rabel's house. Hemming met Rabel, 

Frank Bartes, Larry Laborde, Guy Banister, Demorenschield and there 
was an attache case filled in $100 bills. The purpose was to pay 
for assassinating Fidel Castro. Hemming declined because he thought 
Raul Castro would be even worse (pp 136-141) 

After leaving, he only returned to Cuba once - in 1961 (p 142) 

He once heard a suggestion that Kennedy should be assassinated, with 
Lester Logue's group in Dallas, and the same group came to Miami and 
made a similar offer to Tony Questa and Alpha 66 (pp 142-144) 

Hemming made an inspection trip in a plane outside of New Orleans in 
order to find a site for a training camp. He observed David Ferrie 
(pp 147-150) 

The New Orleans plan became public knowledge, so he decided to not have 
any training there. The airplane was owned by Wm. Reilly (Coffee Company), 
was flown by a Civil Air Patrol pilot, and was obtained by Larry Laborde 
from David Ferrie (pp 151-154) 

He was upset about the disappearance of Alex Rorke, and Attorney Ellis 
Rubin (Sturgis's current lawyer) contacted him to do something about 
it. (pp 157-159) 

On the day that JFK was to land in Miami, he was asked to be at the 
airport, armed, to help with problems. He advised he would be there 
unarmed (pp 164-166) 

He was at home in Miami when the assassination occurred (pp 166-167) 

He phoned Logue and other people in Dallas, warning them to stay away 
from Loran Hall, since he "had his gun" (pp 167-169)

Hemming was upset, jan 11/22/63 that so many people were on their way 
to Dallas to raise "money from his sources (pp 171-176) 

Hemming had the "impression" that Sturgis was in Dallas the week of 
the assassination (p 177) 

Although Hemming was never associated with a church, he did have a 
meeting with Laborde in one in 1962,; "they would never bug a church 
(pp 179-181) 

Right after Castro took over in Cuba, Hemming was in the Cuban consulate 

in Monterey Park, California, and Oswald arrived. Oswald seemed to 

know a lot about Hemming's background, and Hemming was suspicious (pp 188-189) 

(pp 181-190) 

On another occasion he met Oswald, after his group had been arrested at 
No Name Key in December, 1962. Oswald had been trying to infiltrate 
Hemming's group at the motel where they were being detained (pp 190-193) 

"Last year", while in Los Angeles, Lawrence Howard reminded Hemming of 
the incident with Oswald at the Motel after the arrest. Hargraves and 
Ashman also saw Oswald (ppl96-198) 

Hemming met Jack Ruby, in September or October, 1959, at William Morgan's 
house in Cuba. Ruby had sold inferior jeeps to the Cuban Air Force, and 
Hemming had a few choice words about them. They were filmed by Clete 
Roberts of Channel 13 in Los Angeles, (ppl98-204) 

In late Summer of-1963, Hemming first met Bernardo de Torres in a 
Military Intelligence office — thought he worked there (pp 207-208) 

He first met Marita Lorenz at Perez Jiminez home in 1962 (pp 208-210) 
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
